GERMANY’S CONFESSION 


The Oakland Tribune sums up 
the situation between the Germans 
and the allied governments in two 
paragraphs of an editorial: 

Germany has acknowledged the 
principle of the reparation payments 
which the Alliey propose to assess 
against her, and has confessed ob- 
ligation to pay. And as a sign of 
this confession of guilt, she has of- 
fered to pay a penalty of $25,000,- 
000,000—one-fifth in 1920 and the 
balance by the end of 1927. This 
is the sum Germany suggests for 
covering crimes contrary to the uni; 
versally accepted rules of warfare, 
the laws of nations and the prac- 
tices of civilization. 4 

Having confessed the crimes and 
the obligation to make reparation 
there is no longer any question of 
dispute between the Allied and Ger- 
man government on the principle of 
reparations or the responsibility for 
illegal acts. The questions remain- 
ing to be determined are solely the 
amount of the loss incurred by the 
Allied governments and nationals 
and the extent to which Germany is 
able to pay. These questions must 
be decided by the Allies. The word 
of the German government may be 
received, but it cannot be trusted. 
Consequently the purpose of the Al- 
lies to leave the question of the to- 
tal reparation amount open until 
the maximum of German ability te 
pay is ascertained is founded upon 
experience, wisdom and safety.
